Florida Power & Light- Co.'s 
common stock will be distributed 
to some 30,000 people located in 
all of the 48 states, the District 
of Columbia, U. S. Possessions, 
Canada and many foreign coun- 
tries, as the result of an.order of 
the Securities & Exchange Com- 
mission which was upheld by the 
U. S. District Court for the South- 
ern District of New York last Moa- 
day. 

The 2,450,000 shares of Florida 
Power &-Light Co. common stock 
has been. owned entirely by Amer- 
ican Power & Light Co. since orig- 
inally issued and the distribution 
will be made to owners of the pre- 
ferred and common stocks of that 
company. While the date for dis- 
tribution has not, been set, it is 
anticipated that it may take place 
early in 1950. 

In a letter addressed to Ameri- 
can Power & Light Stockholders 
residing outside Florida, McGregor 
Smith, FP&L president points out 
that Florida is “ a sound state with 
a wonderful future.” 

“You will find here,” Smith's 
letter continues, “no punitive laws 
against business, no state income 
tax. no state property tax, no dup- 
licate inheritance tax.” It invites 
thm to see Florida and it con- 
cludes, “You, too, fike many thous- 
ands of others, may then decide to 
enjoy a longer and fuller life by 
mking Florida your home.” 

‘In a similar letter addressed to 
those stockholders who reside in 
Florida, many of whom are custo- 
mers of the Company, Smith in- 
vites their observations “of the 
good things we do so that we may 
do more of them, and of the not-so- 
good things we do so that we may 
do less of them.” $ 

Distribution of the Flotida coin- 
pany’s stock will divorce it entire- 
ly from American Power & Light 
Co. which is a registered holding 
company in the Electric Bond and 
Share Co. system. 

Florida Power & Light Co's 
board of nine directors will then be 
responsible to the new stockholders 
for the company’s operation, man- 
agement, and future development.
